DEFBAT OF THK FOBTIl'lCATION BLLL. 
Mr. Dawes, of the conference com 
mittee on the fortification bill, reported 
that the conferees had not been able to 
agree. He said, it was with infinite regret 
that the senate conferees were obliged 
to make this report.

coast fortifications. 
The plan which 
they had submitted to the committee 
was «zpressed in the form of a bill 
which he would have printed in the 
Record and along with it he would have 
printed the plan submitted at the last 
moment by the house conferees.

BILI.S BXPIiAlMBD. 


Bepresentative Grose's bill relative to 
the management of the prisons, northern 
and southern, provides for each a board 
of three directors to be appointed by the 
governor. 
Those for the southern pris- 
on are empowered to discharge all the 
present officers of that institution and to 
employ an expert accountant to exam- 
ine the prison books and accounts. 


Bepresentative Kercheval's bill, pro- 
viding for an election commission in 
each county, which is to appoint regis- 
trars of voters in each precinct, was 
passed by the house. 
The registration 
is to be done in September, 1888, and re- 
vised in October that year. Four copies 
of the registry are to be made for each 
precinct—one to be filed with the coun- 
ty clerk, one to be retained by each of 
the registrars and the fourth to be posted 
in the immediate vicinity of the pre- 
cinct polling place. 


The civil service bill of Bepresenta- 
tive Griffiths was passed by the house. 
It provides for a non-partisan board of 
three commissioners, to be appointed by 
the governor. The latter is also to serve 
ex-officio. It provides for examinations 
of applicants for certain positions in the 
state service in regard to the institutions 
and prohibits any appointment for po- 
litical service. It also prohibits political 
assessments. 
Its features are, without 
amendment, like those heretofore pub- 
lished when the biU was first up for con- 
sideration. 
The republicans, 
except 
Bepresentative Thompson, voted for it. 
Bepresentatives Ibach and Bobinson 
went with the majority. 


The bill regulating the practice of 
dentistry passed by the house provides 
for the appointment of five examiners, 
one by the governor, another by the 
state board of health and three by the 
State Dental association. They are to 
be thus appointed in June, and their 
powers are to issue certificates to den> 
tists presenting diplomas from reputa- 
ble dental colleges, or those making ap- 
plication for a certificate supported by 
affidavit that they have practiced in the 
state since May, 1879. 
Others can ob- 
tain permission to practice after passing 
an examination. A fee of $1 
is to be 
paid the board, and those practicing 
without a certificate will be liable to a 
fine of from 820 to $190.

Soientifio Society a paper on the 
Mrpent was read by Dr. Samnal Knee- 
land, who ia a firm believer in the exist- 
•Dce of the sea monster.

way he presented the observation ol 
record of the appearance of this sea 
monster, and tl^ yarious arguments, 
pro an con, which have been made by 
believers and disbelievers in the truth 
of the main statements of these records. 
He declared himself to be of the former 
dass. 
Among the reasons for believing 
that monsters known by the name of ser- 
pents do 
exist, 
he 
presented 
the 
paleontological evidence. 
The fossi 
specimen of an early geological perioi 
correspond in the main to the descrip- 
tions of the cotemporaxy sea serpents 
Prof. Agassiz believed in the present 
existence of the sea serpent, and found 
in the forms of the ichthyosaurus anc 
plesiosaurus points of identity. 
Pro^ 
Hagan, of Harvard University, in 1874 
expressed himself a believer, and doubt- 
less is to-day. 
Prof. Proctor, the as- 
tronomer, is another scientist who takes 
that side of the question. 
Becords 
the appearance of the creature are most 
numerous in the history or annals ol 
Norway, and these records in some in- 
stances have been made bj the learned 
or scientific men of that country. 
No 
Norwegian, of whatever attainments in 
knowledge, and no mariner of that land 
disbelieves in the existence of the sea 
serpent. 


T H E B E are two old-school medica 
colleges in Cincinnati 
Thes^ are the 
Ohio and Miami. 
While belonging to 
the same school of medicine, they are 
rival institutions, and the doctors never 
succeed in agreeing about »nything. 
The lines between the respective insti- 
tutions are pretty strictly defined, am 
these run through practicf3 and society 
also. 
From the beginning, or sinoe 
there were two institutions, there has 
been a lively contest for the privileges 
of the Cincinnati hospital. 
It lies with 
the trustees to decide which faculty 
shall enjoy the privilege, which is re- 
garded as valuable. 
Some time ago the 
trustees seemed to tire of the contest 
between the two colleges for the con- 
trol of the hospital, and decidM to 
place the Ohio and Miami upon an 
equal footing. 
Subsequently the trus- 
tees changed their minds again, anc 
the resolution opening the hospital to 
both faculties was repealed, and there- 
upon 
the 
exclusive privilege 
was 
awarded to the Miami 
Thk was a very 
sour dose for the Ohio, and it was made 
unendurable by an announcement in 
the circular of the Miami college for 
student« that it had the exclusive right 
to the privileges of the hospital. 
The 
Ohio decided not to stand this, so it has 
appealed to the Legislature. 
The 
latter has been asked to pass a bil 
giving to each college the privileges ol 
the hospital in proportion to the num- 
ber of students in attendance. 
The

style, a New York correspondent writes: 
The style of Henry George's writing is 
of his most potent allurements. Every- 
body is reading his books and his 
Standard^ and those who reject his 
theories profess that they like to reac 
him for his style alone. 
Somebody 


once said that Macaulay's style was more 
attractive to those who did not think 
and had no convictions. 
It is generally 
admitted that George's 6tyle in this 
particular is the gn*eatest sinoe Maoaa- 
lay's. His diction is remarkably chaste^ 
and his style has that singular lucidity 
•which can only be the result of labori- 
ous care. George himself said the other 
day that he never published the sim- 
plest screed without re-wiiting the 
original draft at least thrioe, and he 
does not permit his son, Henry George. 
Jr., to write a letter without the most 
careful revision. 
The fact that fcbi«^ 
man has produced a style of such won- 
derful charm and classic polish has set 
all the literators agog to discover what 
author he took as a model 
It is of 
course known that he has been an ex- 
laustive reader of the great historians 
and political economists, and that he 
las not hesitated to use their ideas on 
all occasions, but what particular genius 
commanded his imitation is still a sub- 
ect of debate. 
I was talking to a lit- 
erary crowd the other night, and they 
had come to the conclusion that G«org^ 
lad formed his style by fusing the pe- 
riods ot Macaulay and the clear-oat 
sentences of Taine, whose "French Rev- 
olution" George has at his tongue's 
end, and the bloody scenes of which he 
threatens, if his land theory is not 
adopted. 
It remains to be seen, how^ 
ever, how this revolution will meet th« 
approval of the Boston oirclo.

SEVERAL WELL KEPT 8ECRET8L 


Bow Ur. Arthur Came Near Dyina wbM 
President. 


Dr. Lincoln, one of the most prominent 
of the physicians here, was the regular 
attendant of President Arthur. Since the 
lamp's dieatfi the doctor has given an ac- 
c o s t oi t ^ serious attacks of illness 
of Arthur when he was president about 
which the public has never heard a word. 
Arthur came near dying three times, once 
while vice-president and twice while he 
was president. One attack which nearly 
carried him off, and which is known to 
the public, occurred on board the Talla- 
poosa when Mr. Arthur was absent on his 
Florida trip. The news of this attack got 
out, and within a few days afterward 
exact details of the danger through which 
the president had passed were given. These 
stories were at that time denied at the 
White House in the most positive and 
dogmatic way. The president was so sen- 
sitive upon the subject of his health that 
the obsequious members of his person;^ 
staff felt called upon to make denials of 
what they knew to be true. 


Dr. Lincoln says that there were two 
other occasions when the president came 
as near dying as upon the occasion of his 
Florida trip. His first serious attack oc- 
curred In Senator Jones' house on Capitol 
hill, when Arthur was vice-president 
This attack took place during Arthur's 
visit to Washington in July, after he had 
been called here to await the result of 
Garfield's wotmds. Mr. Arthur at that 
time was weighed down with worry and 
responsibility. He was a very emotional 
man. The criticisms of that time, the ex- 
citement of his surroundings, and the re- 
sponsibility which was threatening to 
come upon his shoulders made a combina- 
tion of outward influence which depressed 
him very much. Then he caught cold, 
and this cold brought on an attack of ner- 
vous rheumatism. 
Dr. Lincoln was sxun- 
moned to attend him one night and found 
Mr. Arthixr in a very dangerous condition. 
Dr. Lincoln really thought he would die. 
The news of this attack was well kept. 
Not a single member of the Garfield cab- 
inet ever knew it. The knowledge was 
confined to Dr. Lincoln and Senator Jones. 
Not even the servants were given to un- 
derstand that the illness was anything 
more than an ordinary cold. Think what 
a sensation was suppressed by this close 
mouthed doctor! Garfield was lying at 
the point of death at the White House 
and his successor for twenty-four hours 
was at the point of death in another part 
of the toNvn. 


The second occasion when Dr. Lincoln 
was called in to stand between Mr. Arthur 
and a sccond call of death was after Mr. 
Arthur's return from the Yellowstone 
valley. This trip was very severe upon 
him. Instead of benefiting him the result 
was serious Ijijury. The roughing it, In- 
stead of building him up, pulled him down. 
He had gotten beyond the point when he 
could stand such treatment. When he re- 
turned from the west to the White House 
he was In a most distressing condition. 
"V^en Dr. Lincoln came to see him he 
found him suffering horrible pain. His 
legs were swollen nearly to the size of his 
body. This was the positive indication of 
the development of Bright's disease. Dr. 
Lincoln was able to relieve Mr. Arthur 
and to reduce the distension. But if he 
had not received medical attendance very 
promptly he would have died at that time 
and Acting Vice-President George P. Ed- 
munds would have been his successor. 
The news of this attack was never known 
outside of the president's Immediate at- 
tendants in the White House, Secretary 
Frelinghuysen and Dr. Lincoln. None <rf 
the other members of the cabinet were 
ever toW of this attack. This second Ill- 
ness was another one of the well preserved 
secrets of the Arthur administration.— 
Washington Cor. New York World. 


Ballet Schools of Eorope. 


Almost in all places where the govern- 
ment subsidizes the opera a ballet school 
Is maintidned in connection with the opera 
house. In these schools the little girls 
are taught for nothing on Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoons, which in Europe are 
half holidays in the public schools. The 
children are the offspring of the poor, and 
and as the ballet is an ancient, honorable 
and profitable vocation it is considered 
grand good luck to get a child In one of 
the schools. Of course in such a state of 
afibirs the ballet teachers have their choice 
of pupils and teach only the most apt. 
The little ones begin at about 8 years of 
age, and fii-st are taught to walk and then 
to posture and to waltz. They are taught 
for two or three hours twice a week, and 
it is a long time before they begin the 
task of developing their muscles by bold 
and free leg movements, or of strengthen- 
ing tbeir toes so as to be able to walk 
upon them- At about 14 years of age 
they are regularly employed In the ballet 
as supernumeraries, and wheu they get tn 
'*the lines,'' as the ballet ranks are called, 
they get 
to $13 a month. They have 
to be^n in the last rank or row furthest 
from the footlights, and to work their way 
gradually up to the front rank. Their pay 
Increases as they go forward, and they ad- 
vance as theu* skill and grace and ease of 
movement are developed. 
They dance 
seven nights a week. 


The Best schools are in Milan, Turin. 
Warsaw, Berlin and Vienna. In Berlin 
there ai-o eighty or ninety pupils. In 
Vienna 100 or more.—New York Sun. 


Prison I^ife at Sin^ Blng. 


There are at present over 1,600 con- 
victs at Sing Sing. 
Twenty-one barrels 
of flour are consumed per day in supply- 
ing them with bread. 
Nine barrels of 
potatoes uro necessary to furnish them at 
dinner. Three barrelfuls of liquid coffee 
are consumed at each meal 
The meat Is 
beef, either boiled or roasted or corned. 
Whenever the food Is not satisfactory 
there is a general groan, which cannot te 
punished because untraceable. 
The con- 
victs are never allowed to address each 
other or converse, and are required to 
avert the face on the approach of a visitor 
through tlie workshops. A view of the 
numerous details, walking the lock step, 
emerging from the various buildings or 
shops, and congregating, suggests a mon- 
ster snake m sections with a multiplicity 
of legs. 


All the convicts are required to walk In 
the lock step. Jaehne Is said to conduct 
himself more faithfully In accordance with 
the rules than any of the other present In- 
mates, while Ward Is said to be con- 
stantly asking favors. 
In early life he 
learned to set type, and he works a hand 
press for printing circulars in the store 
factory. Jaehne Is employed in the to- 
bacco factory. The convicts are assigned 
a certain amount of work, and If they 
finish it sooner than thé time allowtd they 
have to remain Idle until suppei time. 
They dread the idleness of Sunday, and 
evidently seek in close occupation diversion 
lor their thoughts.—Correspoudenoe New 
York Times.

What has wrought the change in tiia 
dlmate of eastern Colorado and western 
Kansas? That question cannot be accu- 
rately answered. 
The winds blow from 
the same dhection they formerly did, but 
they are not sh occo like. The rain stoima 
come from the west generally, ai^ in' tfiH 
past the west wind was d ^ wind." In n ^ 
opinion the change is dn^ to the extensiva 
irrigatton of the land l ^ g along the east» 
em base of the Rocky nunmtáins. Great 
rivers, which head in the perpetual snoiT 
banks of those mighty ranges, have been 
turned into Irrigation ditches, and the 
water which formerly ran wastefully to 
the Gulf of Mexico has been turned on to 
the arid plains. There it soaks into the 
SOIL The wind sweeping over the land 
sucks up a large portion of it. There Is 
moisture in the air, and it is. precipitated 
as rain on the plaiiu of eastern Colorado 
and western Kansas. So extensively is 
Irrigation practiced in Colorado that ahncst 
sJl the water was taken out of the South 
Platte river last year. Fifty miles east- 
ward ñ-om Denver the stream was a tiny 
rill. 
As it is with the South Platte so It 
is with less important streams, and so it 
soon will be with streams of larger volume. 
The day when the Arkansas river will be 
turned on to the plains, every inch of it, la 
plainly in sight. 


The system of irrigation which has been 
applied to the land lying along the eastern 
b ^ of the Rocky mountains is now belug 
applied to the western slope and to the 
arid basin Ijing between the Rocky moim- 
tains and the Sierra Nevada range. 
In 
few years the water which now flo^v8 
»wastefuUy into the Colorado and the Co- 
lumbia ^vill be taken from the branches of 
those large streams and u s ^ to irrigate 
arid land. It is highly probable that the 
climate of the whole Rocky mountain 
region will be changed in the near futiu"e, 
and changed by the irrigation of the land 
lying west of it. More rain will faU in 
the highLinds during the simimer. The 
streams which drain the eastern slopes 
will remain full longer. 
More water will 
be expenfled on the plains, and more rain 
will fall in Colorado and eastern Kansas 
The arid zone will practically disappear. 
—Frank Wilkeson in New York Stm. 


Vinegar and Indig^cstlon. 


It is the business of the saliva to digest 
starch, and by its alkalinity to stimulate 
the secretion of the gastric juice in the 
stomach. It Is well known that the saliva 
Is unable to act upon starch in the pres- 
ence of an acid. Experinien ts have shown 
that even so small a quantity of vinegar as 
one i>art in 5,000 appreciably diminishes 
the action of eaUva upon starch. 
One 
part In 1,000 renders It very slow, and 
twice the latter quantity arrests it alto- 
gether. From this It is e\ident that vine- 
gar, pickles, salads and other preparations 
In which vinegar is used are imwh oleóme, 
especially when taken with farinaceous 
food, such as bread and other grain prepa- 
rations. There is a popular notion that 
by the use of vinegar a tendency to in- 
crease in flesh may be antagonized. 
The 
physiological fact that fat Is largely formed 
from the starchy elements of grains and 
vegetables rather supports the popular no- 
tion; but this method of reducing weight 
should uot be encouraged, as the loss of 
flesh Is secured at the expense of good di- 
gestion.—Good Health

Arthur Catn« Nenr Dying wb*» 


President. 


Dr. Lincoln, one o( tlio most prominent 


of the physicians here, was tho regular 
attendant of president Arthur. Since the 
latter'6 death tlio doctor has given an ac- 
count of two serious attacks oZ Illness 
of Arlhur when ho was president about 
which tho public has never heard a word. 
Arthur came near dying thrco times, once 
while vice-president and twice whilo ho 
was president. One attack which nearly 
carried him off, and which IB known to 
the public, occurred on board the Talla- 
poosft when Mr. Arthur was absent on his 
Florida trip. The news of this attack got 
out, ami within a : few days afterword 
exact details of the danger through which 
the president hud passed were given. These 
stories were at that time denied at the 
"White House In the meet uoaitivo and 


WIT, The president wns BO sen- 
sitive upon tho subject of Ids health that 
the obsequious members of Itis personal 
itaCT felt called upon to make denials of 
what they knew to be true. 


Dr. Lincoln says that there were two 


other occasions when, the president came 
13 near dying as upon the occasion of his 
Florida triii. His first serious attack oc~ 
rnrred In Senator Jones' liuiiwi on Capitol 
lill, when Arthnr was vice-president. 
Thia attack took place during Arthur'* 
visit to 'Washington in .Inly, after he hod 
>eon called here to nwnit the result of 
larfield'B wounds. Mr. Arthur at that 
Imo. was weighed down with worry and 
responsibility. Ho was a very emotional 
man. The criticisms of that time, the ex- 
citement of his surroundings, and the re- 
sponsibility which was threatening to 
ome upon his shoulders made a combim 
ion of outward influence which depressed 
dm very much.
